It’s A ‘Hot One’ 


Company’s Coming - And Planning To Stay 


Gillette Toiletries Co., will of- 
ficially become a part of Andover 
next week, 

According to officials of the 
firm, production at the new plant 
in the Lowell Junction industrial 
area, is scheduled to begin on 
Tuesday, May 27. 

First product to begin process on 
the assembly lines is the ‘*The 
Hot One,” a self-heating aerosol 
shaving cream. Soon, process of 
Foamy shaving cream will be in 
production there, to be followed in 
short order by many of the other 
men’s and:.women’s toiletrie's 
which the company processes. 

The $11,000,000 facility which 
borders on Route 93 and displays 
its emblem illuminated to the thou- 
sands of travellers along the inter- 
state highway, has been completed 
pretty much on schedule. 

The introduction of the firm to 
Andover was announced about a 
year ago and the Vappi Construc- 
tion Co., has been working on com- 
pletion of the project. 

Eventually all of the work now 
performed at the South Boston, or 
Dorchester, building, will be 
moved to Andover. The Gillette 
Toiletries division is now a sep- 
arate mercantile function of the 
firm, different from the Gillette 
Safety Razor Co. 

As the scheduled opening date 
approached, workers were busy 
completing the assembly lines, 
touching up the various areas 
necessary in the final building pro- 
duction and placing spur railroad 
track which will carry the finish- 
ed Andover products to all parts 
of the world, 

Thomas E, Singer, president of 
GTC, in a message to employees 
this past week asked that they ac- 
cept the challenge presented by the 
new plant and use the potential of 
the new factory to the utmost. 


Unlike the present facilities in 
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Dorchester, the new Andover plant 
will permit production on a sin- 
gle floor, with the raw product 
beginning processing at the front 
of the building and terminating at 
the back where it will be ready 
for packaging and shipment. 

The plant has been designed for 
safety and efficiency. There are 
explosion-vented roofs in some of 
the mix rooms where necessary. 


Since the company’s decision to 
locate in Andover, an information 
center has been formed at the 
Boston facility.. This organization 
has been making arrangements to 
provide for those who will be mov- 
ing from the Hub facility to An- 
dover. 


Arrangements have been made 
for car pools and other means to 
bring workers to the Andover plant. 

Total relocation of production of 
all toiletries products is sched- 
uled to be completed by December. 

There will be several new pro- 
ducts produced at the local plant. 
These are currently in the re- 
search stage. 
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wards with Interstate 93 in the foreground. The plant, roadways 
and parking areas cover 50 acres of the 150-acre site. 


The plant contains 192,000 
square feet of manufacturing 
space, 334,000 square feet of ware- 
house space and 54,0MC square 
feet to be utilized for offices and 
a cafeteria. It covers 50 acres, 
including roadways and parking 
areas, of a 150-acre site that 
will also allow room for plant 
expansion, the construction of new 
buildings and development for em- 
ployee recreation, 

When fully in production, the 
plant will employ about 800 people, 

The extensive use of conveyor 
systems to move raw materials 
and finished goods, automatic pal- 
letizing and de-palletizing and the 
semi-automatic mixing of product 
ingredients will be features of the 
Andover plant. 

The Gillette Toiletries Company 
is the newest division of the Gil- 
lette Company. While allof GTC’s 
manufacturing operations are to 
be moved to Andover, its research 
and development facilities will re- 
main in South Boston. The com- 
pany’s executive offices are at 
100 Charles River Plaza in Boston. 


A Midway Expansion 


Could Solve Problems 


A separate building between the 
senior high school andWest Junior 
High , containing some large-area 
facilities for shared use, may be 
the best solution to some of the 
expansion needs of both schools, 
This is the suggestion a New Eng- 
land School Development Council 
consultants made to the school 
committee Tuesday night. 

The building might house a large 
auditorium, a swimming pool and 
cafeteria facilities for West Junior 
High school, NESDEC officials 
Jack Sullivan and Dr. William Z im- 
merman, head of the consulting 
team hired to draw up education- 
al specifications for additions to 
both schools, told the committee 


that present core facilities at West 
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such as cafeteria and library, are 
inadequate for a larger enrollment 
there. 

The school committee was very 
receptive to the NESDEC ideas, 
gave them the green light to draw 
up educational specifications for 
the auditorium and pool, and sug- 
gested the possibility of including 
the school system’s administrative 
offices in the third building. 

The concept of a separate build- 
ing for the large-area shared faci- 
lities seemed to have particular 
appeal to the committee, who 
reiterated their stand that both 
the auditorium. which the 
high school now lacks, and the 
swimming pool should be available 
to the entire community on a year 
round basis. Committeeman Wil- 
liam A, Doherty pointed out to 
NESDEC officials that some of the

sidered its 750 seats inadequate. 
The present senior high school 
population is slightly over 1100. 

Committee members asked the 
NESDEC men to determine how 
many pupils the three building 
complex would support. They made 
it clear that they wanted to keep 
their long-range options open, 
whether for a 7th-12th grade com- 
plex or for an eventual 10th-12th 
grade complex for the 4,000 stu- 
dent senior high school population 
projected for Andover. The con- 
sultants’ agreed’ that flexibility 
shouldbe’ a'watchword.: 

‘Mrs. “Virginia Cole and Dr, 
Daniel Frishman requested an in- 
termediate meeting between the 
committee and the entire ten-man 
team, for an opportunity to raise 
questions or objections before the 
educational specifications ‘Ccon- 
tracted for are frozen into final 
shape immediately. Zimmerman 
and Sullivan agreed, and. noted 
that they also hoped for the fullest 
reaction from and discussion with 
the staff of both schools. 

Both Sullivan and Dr, Zimmer- 
man threw cold water on the idea 
of trying to incorporate plans 
for a proposed federally funded 
audio-visual center, for multi- 
community use, into plans for 
the high school addition. 

Sullivan said he’d never heard 
of the educational consultants’ firm 
of Howard Johnson (not the man

Memorial Day 


It will be an odd sort of observance of a solemn occa- 
sion, but on Monday, the state will pay tribute to the 
veteran dead of all wars. 

In Massachusetts, it will be Memorial Day — a day to 
pay tribute to those who have served this country in the 
preservation of freedom. 

We would hope that the comrades in arms will join in 
the tribute. 

The Memorial Day parade is too often “tecttig in par- 
ticipants. 

The veterans of all wars, even the Vietnam crisis, have 
received well-earned benefits, but too often, too many for- 
get quickly, those with whom they served. 

We are grateful to the veteran dead of all wars who have 
given their lives, many in battle, to keep a nation free. 
We would hope that those who served with them would join 
in paying tribute at the various exercises scheduled by 
ua town’s Patriotic Holiday Committee. 

We think it not too much to ask to have the public take 
a short time to pay a solemn tribute to those who gave so 
much, 

That the holiday is unusual, falling as it does and will 
in future years on a Monday, should not detract from its 
importance. 


The “Wall” 


The police department and the selectmen have taken 
some important steps this past week, in protecting the 
public. 

Following a complaint by a local businessman to the 
selectmen a week ago, additional patrols have been as- 
signed to Elm Square and the area known familiarly as the 
‘“‘wall’’, where young people have been assembling and 
harassing adults in some cases, 

The original complaint, made by Phidias G. Dantos, 
resulted in the arrest of an 18-year-old, following an as- 
sault in the square. 

Since that time two patrolmen have been keeping the 
the young people on the move. 

The increased attention to the problem has also led to 
some drug arrests. 

As we mentioned editorially a week ago, a community 
can not tolerate activity such as has been going on in the 
square and at the ‘‘wall’’. 

We applaud the increased attention to the problem and 
hope it will continue. 


Wise Decision 


The selectmen, we think, acted properly in rescinding 
one of the final decisions of Town Manager Richard J. 
Bowen. 

The town manager, just prior to his leaving the top 
municipal post had granted salary increases through the 
upgrading of many employees. 

Last week, the selectmen rescinded the manager’s order. 

We do not deny any person a due increase in salary, 

But this particular move was one which could present 
problems. 

First, the upgrading widened the gap between depart- 
ment heads and persons who work under them. No doubt 
there’ should be some compensation commensurate with 
responsibility, but to widen the gap is bad, since it can 


only lead to ill-feeling. 

Some persons would have received upwards of an $1,800 
increase in salary, we understand, 

Current conditions call for collective bargaining in the 
annual battle for municipal salary increases. 

This will fall upon a new administrator this year. The 
effect of the increase could have some bearing. 

The selectmen have agreed to study the matter further, 
and possibly the employees will receive their wage ad- 
justments, but as of the moment the matter has been held 
up. 

Salary increases effect the overall budget — not only to 
the extent of the flat increase, but the many fringe bene- 
fits.
